2. Citations and explanations 
Claims 1-8 

The subject matters of claims 1-8 do not appear to be novel in view of document 1 [WO, 01-86301, A 
(Kazunori Kataolca), 15 November, 2001 (15.1 1.01)] cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a biosensor surface using a polymer similar to that of the above claim. Although 
the density of polymer chains on the surface is not measured by means of thermogravimetric analysis in 
document 1, the biosensor siirface that has a density similar to that of the claims of the present application is 
obtained (see Example 1, Table 1, the claims, etc.). In terms of the manufactured products, the surface described 
in document 1 is the same as that of the claims of the present application. 

Claims 9-13 

None of the documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests the surface-making method of the present 
application wherein there are multiple times of contact between a polymer solution and the biosensor surface. 
Accordingly, the subject matters of claims 9-13 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 
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VII. Certain defects in the international application 



The following defects in the form or contents of fte international application have been noted: 

Claims 12 and 13 of the present application do not mention a feature of the present application wherein 
multiple times of contact of a polymer solution with the biosensor surface are made. 
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
